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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed 
on 26 June 2006 has been entered. Claims 1 and 2 have been withdrawn and claims 
4-20 have been canceled. 

Withdrawn Rejections 

2. Previous rejections under 35 USC 112, second paragraph and 35 USC 102(b) 
have been withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roberts et 
al. (Structural Changes Accompanying Chloroform-Induced Contraction of the 
Filamentous Phage fd, 1993, Biochemistry, Vol. 32, pages 10479-10488). 

Roberts et al. teach a monolayer comprising a stripped phage (stripped phage 
the phage is formed by contacting a phage with chloroform which alters the form of 
the phage into a spheroid and monolayer of phages is formed at the 
chloroform/water interface, pg. 10480, left column, 4 th paragraph). Although the 
altered phage of Roberts et al. is not specifically called a stripped phage, the phage 
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of Roberts et al. is altered as taught in the instant specification at page 16, lines 5- 
18 by exposure to chloroform and forming a spheroid. Roberts et al. also do not 
specifically recite a monolayer formed by the "stripped phages". However, the 
instant specification defines a monolayer as a single layer film of at least one 
amphiphilic compound at page 20, lines 20-21 of the instant specification, which 
implies that the stripped phages are amphiphilic because they form a monolayer in 
the instant specification. The I-forms and S-forms (phages formed by reacting with 
chloroform) react at the chloroform/water interface and therefore form an 
amphiphilic monolayer at the interface of fluids (pg. 10481, Figure 1 caption). 
Although Roberts et al. do not specifically teach the recited method steps of claim 3, 
a monolayer comprising a stripped phage as required by the claims is taught as 
disclosed above. Furthermore, the instant specification specifically states the 
Roberts et al. teaches a monolayer at page 22, lines 4-5. The method of making 
steps are not given patentable weight in a product claim and it is unclear what 
further product limitations would be provided by the recited method. Since Roberts 
et al. teach the specifically recited product limitations, Roberts et al. also teach the 
product recited in claim 3. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 3 have been considered and have 
been withdrawn, but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Upon 
further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of applicant's 
amendment requiring the new limitation of a stripped phage.
